When 
Ms cart reached the guillotine his as- 
sumed indifference left him, and he 
threw himself face down upon the floor 
of the vehicle, and had to'be carried 
to the block by force, screaming and 
groaning. The spectators clapped their 
hands and cried "Bravo" when hi; 
head rolled oft into a coffin provided 
by "his sister. .
